State Plans to Fix Oil Prices to the Public 


Oklahoma Corporation Commission Concludes 
Hearing for Market on Petroleum Products 


(By Special Correspondent.) 

OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLA, Dec. 7.— 
Investigation of the desirability of the state’s 
fixing the prices on oil and gasoline was be- 
gun here Friday, December 5, in the hearing 
before the State Corporation Commission on 
complaints relative to the sale of refined oils 
and gasolines in the state. That an order 
will be issued attempting to establish a uni- 
form price for oil and dividing the state up 
into districts, or zones, seems to be the pur- 
pose of the investigation of alleged discrimina- 
tions, “jobber’s” rebates, drayage allowances, 
and other avenues in which it is alleged un- 
fair practices were possible. 


Attorney General West has, during a period 
of several years he says, received numerous 
complaints from many parts of the state that 
oil was being sold at different prices by the 
same company. Complaints have come in from 
merchants in the same town that some were 
unable to secure oil to sell. Other complaints 


have béen to the effect that it was impossible 
to secure draymen to haul the oil from the 
railroad car to the distributing place because 
draymen employed by one company would not 
do draying for another. Automobile owners 
complained that they had to pay one price for 
gasoline in one town and perhaps not five 
miles away would have to pay two and three 
cents more. 


These and other complaints, accumulated, 
made it appear to the attorney general that 
some uniformity in price and rules should 
govern, The corporation commission could 
issue an order and enforce it. This possible, 
oil companies doing business in the state were 
invited to appear and tell how they were 
conducting business in the state, the prices 
they were asking for oil, whether or not they 
were giving rebates, commissions, or to what 
extent complaints were justifiable. 

The companies cited to appear before the 
commission were the Pierce Oil Corporation, 


Texas Company, Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany, the National Refining Company, Okla- 
homa Refining Company, and the Burrows Oil 
Company. They were all represented by at- 
torneys or agents. 


C. H. Convers, assistant manager of the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company, which started 
business in Oklahoma City only a few months 
ago, explained how the company had estab- 
lished what seemed a step in the direction of 
the scheme contemplated by the attorney gen- 
eral and the commission, zone rates or prices.

such allowances; that this was, in the last 
analysis, essential from a competitive stand- 
point. At tank station point, he said, dray- 
age allowances would be to equalize between 
the man who got oil in tank cars and the man 
who bought in barrels. In towns, however, 
where no tank business was done, it was to 
meet competition, and that, after all, the dray- 
age allowances in the latter instance put all 
buyers under the same conditions. Mr. Lind- 
ner was not opposed to a jobbers’ allowance, 
but wanted that allowance to go to the jobbers 
who were actually jobbing 


John Burrows returned to the stand and 
urged the commission to eliminate all trade 
names from oil and gasoline, and have the 
oils sold under names indicating their quality. 
This was objected to because it would be no 
advantage as the quality of the oil is in 
dicated on every cask or barrel in compliance 
with the state inspection law, and the elimina- 
tion of trade names would destroy the individ- 
uality of the companies and afford no advant- 
age to the public. Trade names were used 
principally for advertising purposes, at any 
rate. 
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Representatives of the oil companies entered 
denials to the charge made in the complaint 
that they were in any combination in restraint 
of trade, and that as to drayage allowances, 
this was not done except where it was essen- 
tial to meet competition. 

The order of the commission establishing 
prices in some counties, and which may be 
vacated pending final decision, provided for 
a maximum price of 17% cents and minimum 
of 16 cents for gasoline in five gallon lots, 
and a maximum of 8 cents and minimum of 
7% cents for kerosene in the counties of Gar- 
field, Kingfisher, Blaine, Major, Alfalfa, 
Woods, Woodward, Ellis, Dewey and Grant. 
The order was only made temporary, pending 
final hearing just held, and is the result of 
the investigations in the counties mentioned 
and of several Southeastern counties by the 


commission during the summer. The com- 
mission held hearings prior to formulating the 


above prices in several different counties men- 
tioned, at which it was alleged that while 
crude oil was selling in Oklahoma at half 
what it was bringing in the Pennsylvania 
field, the refined product was being sold at a 
much higher price in Oklahoma than in the 
Eastern fields. 


Phila. Oil Jobbers Unite in a 
Big Trade Boosting Body

The Oil Trade Association of Philadel- 
phia, celebrated its first banquet at the 
Hotel Bellevue - Stratford, Wednesday 
evening, Nov. 12th. 

In every respect it was a decided success. 
The banquet was attended by forty repre- 
sentatives of the leading oil jobbers of the 
city. The banquet table was arranged in 
the shape of a barrel and in the center was 
a complete working model of a modern oil 
farm. Surrounding this were long spout oil 
cans, small barrels and other tools pe- 
culiar to the oil trade, including a large 
measuring bucket which contained the 
punch, and small oil cans for each member 
with a decoction similar to a viscous neu- 
tral oil. 


The speakers of the evening including the 
toast master, C. C. Carpenter of E. F. 
Houghton & Company were, J. E. Bullock 
of the Atlantic Refining Company; T. G. 
Cooper of T. G. Cooper & Company, our es- 
teemed friend “Woodie” of the Union Pe- 
troleum Company; C. F. Kellom of C. F. 
Kellom & Company; R. A. Wotowitch of 
the Animal Oil Company; D. P. Boyd of 
E. F. Houghton & Company; Mr. Loos of 
Loos & Dilworth, and Mr. McPherson of 
the Venango Oil & Supply Company. 

Preceding the banquet the association 
held a meeting and election of officers and 
the following were selected: 


T. G. Cooper, President; C. F. Kellom, 
vice president; J. Stevenson, secretary; T. 
Tredick, treasurer. 

3oard of directors:—Wm. Slack, J. Loos, 
Stanley Rusk, D. P. Brown, A. Bracher, 
Wm Murray and Wm. Johnson. 

Applications have been received from 
many other fobbers in other sections of the 
state. The association’s directors are pre- 


paring a plan to establish a credit bureau, 
also a salesmen’s bureau together with 
other arrangements to promote the best 
interests of the oil trade. 


The principal speech that was made had 
to do with the Sherman law. The speaker, 
Mr. Carpenter, said that the Sherman law 
was unjust in that it seemed only to effect 
the oil man, he could not arrange prices 
and other methods to help his line along, 
whereas the insurance companies, for in- 
stance, could fix rates and no law seemed 
to prevent them. Why cannot the oil man 
have the same rights, he asked. He also 
mentioned that the only way to get an or- 
ganization together and get results was, 
first of all, to get together, get better ac- 
quainted and foster the social end, and 
thereby know each other, and talk your 
differences over with one another. 


Mr. Loos, of Loos & Dilworth, spoke of 
organization, and emphasized his remarks 
with the caution to the organization not 
to endeavor to do everything at once, but to 
take one proposition at a time, that is to 
find out important needs at once and work 
out a solution for each trouble. He also 
mentioned that fifteen years ago New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia had oil associa- 
tions but did not accomplish very much. 
Their attendance was very small. But he 
felt that this new association could accom- 
plish a great deal, by reason of the large at- 
tendance, which exceeded in this one meet- 
ing and the two or three previous ones 
more than were ever gathered together of 
the other three jointly. 

Mr. Kellom spoke on the needs of a sales- 
men’s bureau, the object of which should 
be to prevent men from taking unfair 
advantage of the jobbers. He suggested 
that they form this bureau at once, and all

agreed with him. 

D. P. Brown of D. P. Brown & Com- 
pany spoke on credits, and felt the urgent 
need of an arrangement to protect the job- 
bers in this respect, particularly for the 
garages and automobile safes department, 
as well as other lines that were buying oil. 

A. C. Woodman spoke on working to- 
gether, and urged all to try and get the 
best results. 

Mr. Bullock discussed at length the re- 
sults of organization, the advantages in the 
oil business, and also the difficulties as com- 
pared with other lines. He further advised 
that the jobbers needed an organization, 
and now that they had one it would be a 
decided advantage and much good would be 
accomplished if they would work together.

METHODS ON 
EXPORT OIL 


Members Produce Exchange 
Petroleum Committee Relin- 
quish Old Power 


The Petroleum Committee of the New 
York Produce Exchange, Dec. 10, elimi- 
nated its sub-committee on quotations on 
oil and turned the work of keeping oil 
prices and “values” over to the general 
committee of the exchange on statistics 
and information. 


The old quotation committee had been 
authorized to fix the “market price” on ex- 
port oil and, although no quotation com- 
mittee, as such, has been in existence for 
many years, the work has been done by 
members of the petroleum committee in 
such a manner as to call forth the severe 
condemnation of the committee and _ the 
Produce Exchange on the ground that it 
permitted its quotations to be held out to 
the general public as the results of real 
sales on its floor and as being the real 
market at New York, whereas no oil has 
been sold on the exchange in a score of 
years. Naturally the prices the committee 
quoted were those of the Standard Oil 
Company only. 

The petroleum committee has been back- 
ing and filing for some months, but at its 
last meeting voted to kill Rule 2 of the 
rules on petroleum trades and to adopt the 
following as: 


“Rule 2. Such reliable information as 
may be obtainable concerning daily values 
of petroleum and its merchantable prod- 
ucts shall be collected and recorded under 
the direction of the Committee on Informa- 
tion and Statistics in accordance with Sec- 
tion 43 of the by-laws (the section creating 
the information committee), and members 
shall have access to such records at all rea- 
sonable times.” 


Just what the practical effect of this will 
be is not known, but at all events it takes 
from the petroleum committee a dangerous 
power which it had in practical effect al- 
lowed others to wield.

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Endorse Big Oil Exhibit and World’s Congress 


American Petroleum Society and Government Officials 
get Behind Largest Project of Petroleum Exploitation 


Preparations are now well under way for 
the organization of a big exhibit of petroleum 
its products at the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition at San Francisco, in 1915, 
be held in connection with a World's Con- 
gress on Petroleum 
The exhibit will be under the charge of the 


American Petroleum Society and the U. S. 


government working through the Bureau of 
Mines, the Geological Surve and that society. 
Forty thousand square feet of space have been 


reserved for it in the Palace of Mines and 


Dr. I. C. Allen, petroleum chemist of the 
Bureau of Mines. and secretary of the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Society, following the meeting 
of the executive committee of that society 1m 
Cleveland, December 6, at which the plans 
were approved, at once left on a trip to the 
Pacific coast to make the necessary preliminary 
arrangements with representatives of the dif- 
ferent oil fields and the different refining in- 
terests. As a part of his itinerary Dr. Allen, 
December 11, addressed a joint meeting of 
the Independent Oil & Gas Association, of 
Oklahoma, and the Western Petroleum Re- 
finers Association at the Commercial Club at 
Tulsa, Okla. At this meeting the plans sub- 
mitted were heartily commended 

The exact dates for the World’s Congress 
in 1915, and also the annual meeting of the 
\merican Petroleum Society in 1914, were 
fixed by the executive committee at its meet- 
ing this month. It was decided to hold the 
World’s Congress beginning the week of Oc- 
tober 18, 1915, and continuing through the 
week of the 25th. The -first week will be 
devoted to meetings of the individual societies 
and associations interested in petroleum and 
the second week to a joint meeting as a 
World's Congress. The Independent Petro- 
leum Marketers’ Association has already de- 
cided to hold its annual meeting at that time 
and it is understood that the same action will 
be taken by all the other petroleum organiza- 
tions in the near future. Efforts will be made 
to have the Natural Gas Association of 
America hold its meeting either during the 
week of October 18th or just prior thereto 
in order that its members may take part in 
the congress, which, although it will be styled 
petroleum, will concern among other subjects 
the conservation of drilling methods, gas, etc. 

The detailed arrangements for attending the 
World’s Congress will be left largely to the 
individual associations, although a movement 
is now being started by the Marketers’ Asso- 
ciation and the National Petroleum Associa- 
tion to have all the oil men go to the coast 
together, and if possible to go by boat by 
way of New Orleans and the Panama Canal, 
landing at a southern California port and 
visiting the big California oil fields on the 
way up to the exposition. The general ar- 
rangements for the congress as well as for 
the exhibit will be conducted through the 
American Petroleum Society 

* ASK FOREIGN SOCIETIES. 

\t the Cleveland meeting of the executive 
committee Dr. Allen was instructed to per- 


sonally invite all the foreign oil societies to 


attend the congress, and these invitations he 
will deliver on a trip to Europe in the spring, 
when he will attend the International Petro- 
leum Commission on which he is a representa- 
tive from this country. The committee also 
carefully canvassed the plans for an exhibit 
and approved them. Dr. Allen announced that 
he had just received from Director Holmes, 
of the Bureau of Mines, his approval of the 
plans, so that he felt sure of speaking of the 
congress and the exhibition as the biggest 
thing ever known in the oil business. 


The society's executive committee also fixed 


the time for the first annual meeting in 1914, 
at New Orleans, the day following the close 
of the annual session of the Independent 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association, whose 
time of meeting it is thought will probably be 
somewhere in October. The Marketers’ execu- 
tive committee will hold a meeting in the near 
future at which the exact date will be fixed 
for this meeting and some more detailed plans 
taken up for getting all the oil men in the 
country to attend the Panama Exposition in 
a body.

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Won’t Sell an Account that is 30 Days Past Due 


How One Iowa Jobber Keeps His Losses Down 


to $33.50 a Year. 


“The only way to get the money is to 
refuse to sell the amount when it is more 
than 30 days past due,” declared Louis J. 
Kuehnle, general manager of the lowa City 
Oil Company, Dubuque, Iowa, the other 
day in discussing credits. 

He comes from a wealthy farming coun- 
try, where the farmers are taking the cash 
discount every time, a country that he says 
has never had a real crop failure, so per- 
haps there was some excuse for his talking 
like a Wall street banker. But neverthe- 
less, like every one else, he had felt the gaff 
of rotten accounts on his books and got 
wise chiefly through hard experience. 

“We absolutely live up to the very letter 
of our terms as to discount and credit,” 
continued Mr. Kuehnle. “It’s hard, but we 
have found it the only way to do business 
and I am frank to say that, although I am 
not in love with the Standard Oil Company 
by any means, I have them to thank for 
some of my credit training for their Du- 
buque territory, where I worked for them 
before starting for myself, had a credit man 
who would hold everybody right down to 
time, and he does it to this day. The 
Standard runs by just as close credit rules 
as we do, and I can’t see any reason why 
I should spoil the business for every one 
by getting easy. 


“When we started for ourselves, and I 


was only a kid then, we got stung good 
and plenty, trying to get and hold business 
by allowing all kinds of credit, but I woke 
up, and now it’s different. I figure that if 
a dealer or a man can’t pay up when his 
account is due, particularly in our country, 
we can’t afford to do business with him 
for the simple reason that I want to turn 
my capital over as many times as possible 
in a year, and I can’t turn it over very 
much if I have a good part of it tied up in 
old accounts. We have turned our capital 
over more than a score of times in a year, 
something like 24 times last year, to be ex- 
act, and we only charged off $33.50 of bad 
accounts for that year, and did not have 
but two or three accounts more than thirty 
days past due and only one that ran four 
months, and those fellows were not getting 
any more oil. 
NOT RUNNING A BANK. 

“We are undoubtedly losing some busi- 
ness by not allowing long credit; so is the 
Standard there, but we are having the use 
of our money instead of giving it to some 
one else to use without getting a cent on 
it. With the average oil account you can't 
collect interest on your money unless it has 
been out a long time and is for a large 
amount, and even then the chances are 
more that you will have to allow a dis- 
count to get the account paid than collect

interest. And anyway, what’s in this inter- 
est business. Isn’t it far better for the job- 
ber to get 2 per cent or 1 per cent, or even 
less, on his capital and turn it over a score 
of times in the year than put it out at a 
very doubtful 6 per cent? Many jobbers. 
I am afraid, judging from what I hear and 
have seen of some competition. don’t ap- 
preciate this fact. It looks good to them 
to have a lot of business on their books, 
but what earthly good is it to them if they 
don’t get the money, or if they have to 
spend a lot more money not only in inter- 
est lost, but in expenses, to collect it? The 
average man who wants to owe the average 
oil jobber money, who would keep on his 
books with overdue accounts all the time, 
is not the man whom the president of the 
bank will call into his office, hand him a 
cigar and say, ‘See here, Bill, I’ve got some 
loose money lying around here that’s not 
working, can’t you take some for a while?’ 
If a man’s accounts are worth anything at 
the bank what do you want him on your 
books for? If the bank won't lend him 
money and hold the bag, why should you? 

“The oil business has always been con- 
ducted on a narrow margin of profit; in 
fact, also no profit at all, and that is par- 
ticularly true with the gasoline and burning 
oil business today. Then why should the 
oil jobber give that little margin away to

“Some of the hardest competition the 


er has to meet today is that of the 
farmer oil companies. These companies do 
business, some on long protit by loading it 
onto the steel barrel, some on medium 


protit and some on narrow protit, but how 
do they do it? They collect in the cash. 
They are not in the banking business; they 
are just selling oil, and the more oil they 
sell the more money they stand to make, 
whereas the more money they loan, on 
slow accounts, the more money they lose. 
\nd | notice that the people they deal with 
always have the cash when the car of oil 
comes in. Otherwise they wouldn't get the 
oil. They are just like the big catalogue 
houses that the dealers object to, but the 
mail order fellows get their money and 
keep it working for them, while the aver- 
age dealer is inclined to lend his out to 
the slow pays 

“I know the territory that we sell in very 
well, having traveled it myself. I, there- 
fore, know all the dealers, as we sell to 
dealers only, and I tell our salesmen not to 
call on the slow ones because we haven’t 
time to monkey with them. When a dealer 
does get behind, from my own knowledge 
ot his affairs I can tell pretty closely just 
where he stands. We use a series of let- 
ters to get in the accounts, and we give 
them a letter every ten days or |+ss when 
they get behind and frankly tell them that 
our company has a rule against extending 
credit over 30 days and that no more goods 
will be shipped until they get cleaned up, 
and they know that we will keep our word, 
as we always have done so, hence we have 
a reputation now that makes it easier to 
handle this kind of business and keep ac- 
counts in good trim. 

“It would be a comparatively easy matter 
to get good credits in the oil business if 
every one would only watch his accounts 
and shut down on them when they get be- 
hind. Every jobber should keep firmly 
fixed in his mind the idea that he is not 
running a bank, but is selling oil.”

Veteran Sales Manager Puts This Question in 
“Ginger‘Em Up’”’ Letter—Salesmen Made, Not Born 


Were you ever tipped back in a rickety 
arm chair against the brass rail in front of 
the Imperial House of some hick town 
counting the flies sunning themselves on the 
fruit of the grocery store next door, and, 
after you had missed the last train out be- 
cause you hoofed it clear across the darned 
old hot town for what turned out to be 
only a solitary $10 order anyhow, and then 
have the frowsy nigger bell hop, propelled 
by prospects of a nickel when you leave, 
shove a letter from home under your nose, 
which letter turned out to be the following 
spiel from the sales manager sitting way off 
there several hundred miles, in a shaded of- 
fice with a sweet and sassy looking sten- 
ographer on one side of him, and cheerily 
buzzing electric fan on the other—and you 
read: 


“To All the Sales Force:— 

“| wish every man would make an effort 
to get out of the habit of selling can goods. 
| say habit, because I think it is a habit. 
Some traveling men never sell goods in 
cans, while from others we receive very 
few reports but what contain some can or- 
ders. 1 think that about a week’s work in 
the warehouse would break any man of this 
habit. On rush days, we are compelled to 
hold can orders on account of the time it 
requires to put these orders up. Is it not 
possible to talk larger quantities, get larger 
orders? It is true, of course, that this can- 
not always be overcome, but let’s all make 
an effort to overcome it to some extent. | 
believe every man will admit that he can 
do this. There is very little profit in can 
goods; for instance, we pay 57 cents for a 


10 gallon can, and sell it at 65 cents. This 
does not leave us enough profit to offset the 
time it requires to fill the order. It is more 
expensive to get out a 10 gallon can order 
than it is to get out a barrel order. 

“IT also want to call your attention to the 
fact that the next two months should be a 
harvest in our line, and every man should 
put forth his efforts in order to make a 
creditable showing. This is an age of get- 
up-and-get, backed by good common sense, 
wit and conscience. You have doubtless 
heard it said, that from a man’s collar down 
he is worth about one dollar a day, but 
from his collar up from one dollar to one 
thousand dollars. It is very easy to con- 
vince ourselves that we are worth to the 
company two or three times more than we 
really are, and the company could, no doubt,

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‘Get Rich Quick’ if they would buy some of 
us for what we are really worth and sell us 
according to our own estimation. 

“We are employed by a corporation, and in 
a majority of cases we have started into this 
line of our own solicitation. Some men would 
say weare working for a heartless corpora- 
tion; to a degree it is a cold-blooded busi- 
ness proposition, and that is the only way in 
which we have the right to look at it. It is 
also a fact that the company does not care 
whether we are descended from nobility, 
aristocracy, statesmen or plowmen, neither 
do they care whether we are freckle-faced, 
bow-legged, knock-kneed or pigeon-toed. 
These attainments were not considered 
when we were employed. The company 
agreed to pay us so much money, based on 
our business-getting ability, and to increase 
our salaries according to the increased vol- 
ume of business, but if we do not get the 
business, and keep hitting the ball, with our 
shoulders to the wheel, so as to get and 
increase the business, there is certainly no 
reason why we should complain. 
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“I know of men who have been with the 
company in the past who are ready to swear 
that they are hard-hearted, and the fact 1s, 
those very men did not do a great deal, per- 
taining to work, except along the line of 
their expense account—by getting a room 
with a bath at the hotel, when as a matter 
of fact, the only bath tub in town is at the 
barber shop, under the little bank on the 
corner of the square. Others took cross- 
country flights, when, in an imaginary way 
only, they ‘Hitched Old Dobbin to the 
Shay’ to the tune of three to five dollars 
a day. In every case where this was done, 
these men have gone back to the tall and 
uncut. 

“The company is paying and will continue 
to pay every man what he is worth, and I 
trust that none of our men will get the 
idea into his head that just because some 
competitor offers him a six-bit raise, he can 
go with this competitor and make a killing. 
I know of one man who traveled for the 
company for a while, then went with a com- 
petitor and soon found that their goods

were not uniform in quality, and it was not 
as easy to get the business as when backed 
by quality and co-operation. Every man 
with the company, I know, will admit that 
he is backed by quality and is given all the 
co-operation he asks for. 

“We know of some men who continue to 
charge $1.50 for ‘lodging’ at a $2 a day 
hotel, and these men have returned from 
whence they came, and are perhaps pulling 
the ribbons over a team of mules down the 
corn row. We know of one party who 
stuffed his expense account, and after his 
service was dispensed with, he was pressing 
bricks by the city block in Little Rock for 
some three or four months until he landed 
in jail. Now, no doubt, he can tell you of 
the advantages of the simple life, and the 
straight and narrow path, and there are 
others : 

“T am calling your attention to these 
things in order to save you the embarrass- 
ment that comes sooner or later to a man 
who over-estimates his ability and gets the 
idea into his head that the company is not

Standard Oil Accused of Owning 
New Business in Aid of 
Distribution 
(By Special Correspondent.) 

LOS ANGELES, CAL., Dec. 4.—Backed 
ostensibly by several leading automobile 
dealers, there has been launched in this 
city during the past month an organization 
which maintains stations for supplying the 
needs of motorists for gasoline and lubri- 
cating oils. The project is similar in al- 
most avery respect to the one recently put 
into effect in certain sections of the East, 
and described in the October issue of THE 
NEWS. The organization here, which is 
known as the National Supply Station Com- 
pany, handles the Standard Oil Company’s 
Red Crown gasoline only, selling it at 14% 

cents a gallon. 

Altheugh those connected with the 
project positively deny that the Standard 
is ack of it, there is every evidence, as in 
the case of the eastern station-system, that 
the company has a big finger in the pie. 
Color is lent to this assertion by the fact 
that the Standard recently made applica- 
tion to the city authorities for permission to 
start such a series of stations, which was 
not granted. 

Further evidence of the hand of the 
Standard in the Supply Company, is the 
fact that the establishing of the stations is 
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not alone to be confined to this particular 
section, but is to be extended to include 
all the Pacific Coast States, as well as Ari- 
zona and other inland sections. In Los 
Angeles alone thirty stations are to be 
maintained. It is recognized that so wide- 
spread a movement could not have as its 
prime movers a small number of automo- 
bile dealers. 

The advent of the new organization has 
caused a howl] of protest from garage men 
who have been dependent on the sale of 
gasoline for a large percentage of their 
profits, and from small refiners as well. 
The former now finds themselves unable 
to compete in the open market, and the 
latter, if they continue to sell at the present 
price, will have a very large market for 
their gasoline cut off. Some see in the 
establishing of stations an effort on the part 
of the Standard to retaliate for the losses 
which it has suffered by the price war 
which the small refiners have carried on 
during the past year. They believe that the 
big companies has adopted this method to 
put an end to it, in the hope that prices 
for gasoline will again advance. It is gen- 
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erally conceded that at the present selling 
rate the Standard’s margin of profit is 
small. 

The gasoline situation in Southern Cali- 
fornia during the past year has been a pe- 
culiar one. The price has been abnorm- 
ally low as compared with other sections 
of the country, due principally to the ad- 
vent of so-called casinghead gasoline, man- 
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ufactured from gas. Until two years ago 
this product was virtually unknown in 
Southern California, no attempt having been 
made to produce it. Since the first plant 
was built, however, others have sprung up 
rapidly, until during the past year or so the 
local market has been flooded with the 
casinghead product. Meanwhile a price war 
began among the small refiners in which the 
big companies later joined, and gasoline 
started a continuous decline, until at most 
of the garages, it has been selling at 17 to 
18 cents a gallon and in some instances 
lower. A considerable portion of this has 
been of inferior grade, giving rise to much 
dissatisfaction among motorists, and the 
stated reason for starting the new supply- 
station system is this fact. 


Most of the small refiners, have of course, 
suffered a great reduction in their profits as 
a result of the rate war, for only a little 
over a year ago the wholesale price of gaso- 
line was 19 cents a gallon. And now that 
they see prospects of their principal source 
of revenue being made so unprofitable, as to 
be hardly worth while, they are anything 
but jubilant regarding the outlook.

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Court Holds State Can’t 
Impose Tax for Profit 


There is now no reason why the oil men 
of Ohio won't be successful in their second 
effort to knock out the state oil inspection 


law 


On an exactly parallel case, that of the 
automobile owners against the state regis- 
tration fee, the common pleas court at Co- 
lumbus, Nov. 11, by Judge Kinkead, held 
the fee law unconstitutional in that it rep- 
resented double taxation, as the fee was 
fixed and levied for the purpose of getting 
revenue for the state rather than just to 
defray the expense of registration. 

The oil men’s second attempt to knock 
out the oil inspection law will be made 
within a few weeks. It will be in the form 
of suit for injunction to restrain the state 
inspector from assessing and collecting 
fees, on the ground that the fees are exces- 
sive and produce a revenue to the state 
over the necessary expenses of the office. 
The injunction will be filed in the common 
pleas court at Columbus, O., by the special 
attorneys retained by the oil men, who 
are Wilson & Rector, of Columbus. They, 
with General Counsel Chamberlin, of the 
National Petroleum Association, have 
charge of the case. The plaintiff probably 
will be Charles Castle, owner of the Com- 
mercial Oil Company, of Cleveland, who 
served as plaintiff in the first effort. Most 


of the oil companies of the state are sharing 
in the expense of the suit. 

The oil men lost in their first attempt 
because they couldn’t get the case actually 
in court. The method taken was to sue in 
a justice court for return of the fees, on the 
grounds given above, but the state oil in- 
spector answered that the court did not 
have jurisdiction, and the Supreme Court 
sustained him. 

But there is no question as to the pos- 
sibility of getting the case into court now 
on an injunction proceedings, and in view 
of the decision in favor of the auto owners 
there is no question but what the oil men 
will win. If they do win that will probably 
mean that the state legislature, which will 
be in session this winter, will pass a new 
law, and if the legislature seeks to conform 
to the decision the fees in that law will 
have to just take care of the expenses. 

Of course, the oil men will endeavor to 
get the state to adopt a sensible law, one 
that won’t increase the cost of oil to the 
consumers and one that will mean some- 
thing other than the creation of a political 
machine. The oil men will probably urge 
that the inspection be only on complaint, 
or the casual visits of a few inspectors and 
that it be in the preseat department of 
pure food and drugs; also, that the state 
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should not discriminate against oil and in 
favor of food and drugs by assessing fees 
on the former, but should take care of the 
inspection out of the general revenues, just 
as the inspection of food and drugs is taken 
care of. How successful the oil men will 
be before the legislature is problematical. 
Although Ohio is among the progressive 
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states, so-called, and Governor Cox and his 
friends have been hailed as progressives, 
both the Republican and Democratic ma- 
chines are still alive and very much out for 
their personal profit and, as in the past, 
they can be expected to unite in keeping 
alive this time-honored graft of oil inspec- 
tion along with the half hundred and more 
political jobs that go with it. 
AROUSED THEIR IRE. 

The automobile owners’ suit hung fire 
for many months and was only brought 
this fall by the automobile clubs of the 
two largest cities. Probably no suit would 
have been brought had not the last legisla- 
ture enacted a law, effective the first of the 
year, raising the license fee from $5 and 
sizing it on a horsepower basis so that cars 
paid up to $18; also diverting two-thirds of 
the surplus to the general revenue fund of 
the state and leaving only a third for high- 
way improvement. All of the old fee had 
gone to highways, and although the own- 
ers recognized that it was excessive, still 
they didn’t object to such a small amount, 
as long as it was going to some direct good 
for them. 

The auto owners showed that the total 
revenue from 62,956 cars in 1912 was $336,- 
492.95, under the $5 fee, that the expenses 
of the registration office were but $60,337.85 
for the same period, leaving a surplus paid 
to the highway fund of $276,155.10; and 
that for 1913, with some 84,500 licenses is- 
sued to October 1, $425,426 had been col- 
lected at an expense of about $80,000, while 
under the new law the surplus would 
amount to more than a million dollars a 
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year. The auto owners maintained that a 
charge of one dollar for registration is al] 
that is necessary. 

COURT AGAINST IT. 

The court held that, although it should 
go slow in holding a law unconstitutional, 
still this was so obviously intended as a 
revenue producer that it had to be held in- 
valid; that the auto owners had already 
paid one tax for their cars and they could 
not be taxed a second time. The court also 
pointed out that driving an auto is a per- 
fectly lawful act and that the autos are 
equally entitled to the use of the public 
roads with horse-drawn vehicles and that 
the constitution did not countenance such 
discrimination against the auto, as its being 
the only vehicle specially taxed. 

Immediately following the decision, the 
state administration, which had been very 
cocky before and had refused to accede a 
thing, hustled around to the auto owners’ 
attorneys to try and make peace. They 
made the proposition that the old law of 
$5 for registration be re-enacted by the 
coming legislature and nothing more be 
said, but reports are the auto owners are 
going to make good use of their advantage 
and see that they break even with the own- 
ers of horse-drawn vehicles. As the legis- 
lature is controlled by members from rural 
counties there will probably be some fur 
flying before spring, in the process of sep- 
arating some of the sons of the fields from 
a dollar for their wagons, or making them 
give up the prospects of their own tax load 
being lightened by a million dollars gained 
from the plutocrats of the automobile. 


The oil men in their case will show that 
oil inspection for 1908 netted the state, to 
its general revenue fund, $32,109.35, the to- 
tal receipts being $53,815.67, and the ex- 
pense of the department $21,706.62; that for 
1909 the receipts were $88,037.25, the ex- 
pense $36,999.91, and the surplus $51,037.34, 
and for 1910 the receipts were $99,523.55, 
the expense $39,548.65 and the surplus $59,- 
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974.90. The surplus has increased greatly 
since then, but the only figures at the pres- 
ent moment available are those issued by 
the inspector who retired the other day 
and which cover the last sixteen months, 
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when he was in office; they show receipts 
of $178,894.03, expense, $50,763.81 for dep- 
uty inspectors, and $6,689.34 for office, 
leaving a surplus of $121,340.88, which the 
state’s general revenue fund got. 


More Free Time Granted 
On Gasoline Shipments 


Gasoline, naphtha, etc., in barrels will 
be held by carrier at destination for 48 
hours free of charge. 


Notice of its arrival must be sent to 
consignee by carrier. 


Forty-eight hours after first 7 a. m. 
following notice of arrival carrier can 
charge storage at rate of 10 cents per 
cwt., but carrier must also at expiration 
of this free time send notice to shipper, 
if shipper so requests, that shipment 
is uncalled for. 

The above is what the Interstate Commerce 
Commission held to be reasonable in answer 
to the protest filed by Independent oil men 
against the proposed advance in_ storage 
charges in C. F. A. territory and reduction of 
free time to 24 hours. The commission’s de- 
cision was dated Nov. 3rd, but was not made 
public until the middle of last month 

The storage charges the roads ask for 
were double the above, in addition to the 
roads wanting to reduce free time. The oil 
men through the National Petroleum Associa- 
tion and the Independent Petroleum Market- 
ers Association got suspension of these tariffs 
last winter, presented their protests at a hearing 


during the summer and arguments on them 
in September. 

The above rules will apply to Central Freight 
Association territory but it is anticipated that 
the carriers will change their tariffs in other 
territories, which tariffs carry the excessive 
charges opposed by the oil men and which 
were put in secretly so that no protest could 
be made until they became effective. It is 
possible also that the oil men in other territo- 
ries, which are more sparsely settled than C. 
F. A. territory, may bring a separate com- 
plaint asking for longer free time on the 
ground that their customers are located far- 
ther away from the stations. 


That the carriers must send the shipper no- 
tice when the free time has elapsed and his 
shipment is uncalled for, was a suggestion 
from the chemical association, a suggestion 
condemned as impossible and ridiculous by 
the carriers at the hearing, they maintaining 
that it unloaded too much work on them. How- 
ever, the Commission has made it a part of its 
decision, so that if such notice is requested by 
the shipper and the road does not give it, the 
road can not collect storage charges when the 
shipment is called for. Just how the carriers will 
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handle this phase of the situation is not known 
but the oil associations urge all oil men to 
watch the railroad tariffs most carefully in the 
future and advise the associations when they 
find any changes being made, as the last time 
the roads sought to move in absolute secrecy 
and were caught at it by the merest accident. 
The Commission’s decision in full is: 
WHAT ROADS SOUGHT. 


“The rules governing storage charges on ex- 
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plosive and other dangerous articles embrace 
most of the features of the code adopted and 
recommended by the American Railway Asso- 
ciation for general use, subject to such changes 
as may be necessary to meet local conditions; 
they limit the free time to 24 hours after the 
first 7 a. m. following notice of arrival of ship- 
ments and provide for the doubling of the 
rates of storage on shipments not removed 
within 48 hours. This scale has been quite 
generally adopted in the south and west. 

“By these rules dangerous articles are di- 
First, the more dan- 
gerous explosives, viz., black powder, high ex- 


vided into two classes: 


plosives, smokeless powder for small arms, wet 
fulminate of mercury, blasting caps, electric 
blasting caps, ammunition for cannon with ex- 
plosive projectiles, explosive projectiles and de- 
tonating fuses; and second, the relatively safe 
explosives and the dangerous articles other than 
explosives requiring red, yellow, white, or 
green labels under the regulations prescribed 
by the Commission. The rates of storage pro- 
posed for the first 24 hours after the expira- 
tion of free time are 25 cents per 100 pounds, 
minimum 50 cents, on the class first described, 
and 10 cents, minimum 25 cents, on the sec- 
ond. The storage charges on carload ship- 
ments of these respective classes placed on de- 
livery tracks are $5 and $2 per day in addition 
to the regular demurrage charges. 

“The rules requiring the removal of explo- 
sives and other dangerous articles from car- 
rier’s property within 48 hours after notice of 
arrival at destination (general rules D and O 
of Regulations for the Transportation of Ex- 
plosives and other Dangerous Articles by 
Freight and Express) and governing the dis- 
position of explosives not so removed, by re- 
turn to the shipper, by storage at the expense 
of the owner, by sale, or, when necessary to 
safety, by destruction under the supervision of 
a competent person (paragraph 1672) are 
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quoted in the suspended tariffs; and it is pro- 
vided that when shipments of the more dan- 
gerous explosives are not removed within the 
time prescribed the most practicable of the 
steps authorized by paragraph 1672 must be 
taken. 

WHO PROTESTED. 

“No protest was received as to the proposed 
charges on either class of explosives, the pro- 
testants being interested in dangerous articles 
other than explosives, such as paints, varnishes, 
petroleum products, and chemicals, which are 
in general use and frequently shipped. It 
was asked that an exception be made on such 
of these articles as under the regulations pre- 
scribed by the Commission take red labels, it 
being claimed that but little danger attends

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their handling, and that, especially in the case 
of petroleum products, which are sold to farm- 
ers and small dealers located some distance 
from freight stations, it would be impossible 
in many cases for consignees to remove them 
within the free time proposed. It was further 
claimed that the proposed rules would result 
in driving business from the smaller companies 
to the larger one operating tank wagons. 
“Under the regulations a red label is required 
for ‘any liquid or liquid mixture that gives 
off inflammable vapors (as determined by 
flash point from Tagliabue’s opencup tester, 
as used for test of burning oils) at or below 
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i temperature of 80° F.’ The 80° flash point 
is the dividing line between oil and naphthas 
and other petroleum products used for in- 
ternal combustion. High-grade paints and var- 
nishes, in which linseed oil is used for a 
drier, are not included in this group, but the 
cheaper grade, in which naphthas take the 
linseed oil, are included. 

“The respondents state that the proposed 
charges were published soley with a view to 


place of 


safety and were not based upon any computa- 
tion of value of service plus cost of insurance, 
but were fixed, experimentally, sufficiently high 
to make effective the regulations requiring 
prompt removal of dangerous articles from 
carriers’ premises, which they allege have not 
been effective owing to the absence of any 
penalty. While it is admitted by respondents 
that the articles taking the lower of the two 
storage rates are not equally dangerous to 
handle, it is contended that it would be im- 
possible to establish storage charges based on 
the exact danger of each article without having 
a large number of grades and rates: that there 
is not much difference in fire risk between 
certain of the less dangerous explosives and 
certain of the dangerous articles other than 
explosives; and that petroleum products are 
being treated generously, as they are more 
dangerous than some of the other articles in 
the same group. 

“The protestants ask that there be incorpo- 
rated into the storage tariffs provision for noti- 
fication to the shipper and further notification 
to the consignee at the expiration of free time; 
also provision for return of the goods after 
expiration of the free time if requested by the 
shipper in the bill of lading or otherwise.

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“Upon consideration of the fact of record 
we are of opinion, and so find, that the pro- 
posed rules governing the more dangerous 
explosives are unreasonable in that they pro- 
vide for the doubling of the storage charges 
after 24 hours following the expiration of the 
free time proposed; that those governing the 
less dangerous explosives and dangerous arti- 
cles other than explosives are unreasonable in 
that they reduce the free time from 48 to 24 
hours and provide for the doubling of the 
charges after 24 hours following the expira- 
tion of the free time. 


“It also seems to the Commission but reason- 
able that, in view of the amount and penal 
nature of the proposed charges, carriers 
should co-operate with shippers in avoiding the 
hardships that might result from the opera- 
tion of the rules, to the extent of notifying 
shippers, upon request properly made at the 
time of tendering shipment, of the failure or 
refusal of consignees to accept or remove 
shipments, and we are of opinion that the pro- 
posed rules governing explosives and other 
dangerous articles, even as modified above. 
would be unreasonable unless provision for 
such notification should be contained in the

tariffs. Request for such notification, in order 
to avoid confusion or misunderstanding, should 
be plainly written on a rectangular piece of 
paper of different color from the label re- 
quired under the Commission’s regulations 
and placed on the package in close prox- 
imity to such label. Notice should be mailed 
unless shipper requests that it be sent by tele- 
graph at his expense. 


“We are dealing here only with hazardous 
freight, on which increased storage charges 
in the nature of a penalty for failure to make 
prompt removal are permitted to become ef- 
fective, and it is not to be inferred that the 
Commission expresses any opinion at this time 
upon the question of a similar rule applicable 
to other classes of freight. 

“The proposed charges for the storage of 
freight other than explosives and other dan- 
gerous articles, which are also involved in this 
proceeding, are one-half cent per 100 pounds 
per day, minimum on 500 pounds or under 15 
cents, over 500 pounds to and including 1,000 
pounds 20 cents, and over 1,000 pounds 25 
cents, and are applicable on freight received 
for delivery or held for forwarding directions, 
if stored in or on railroad premises or, in

The 
‘ustom of using a dime for thickness gauge 
is only approximately correct and will work 
tolerably on any coil. The proper way to set 
the spark gap on the plug is to turn the en- 


gine over to the ignition point, then with the 
switch off remove the wire that leads to the 
spark plug, close the switch and see how far 
the spark will jump from the cable to the 
plug terminal, then one-quarter of the gap is 
the proper spark plug. For an example, if 
the spark will jump from the end of the cable 
to the plug when the cable is held one-fourth 
of an inch away from the plug, the proper 
gap for the plug is one-sixteenth of an inch 
WATCH VIBRATOR. 

The distance a coil will cause a spark to 
jump in the open air depends on the strength 
of the battery and the tension of the vibrator 
spring. If the vibrator spring is screwed down 
tight the spark will jump farther, but the 
battery will run down sooner and the coil that 
will throw the spark one-fourth of an inch 
with a new battery is good enough. 

With a make-and-break engine that uses up 
the battery quickly the trouble will usually be 
found in the igniter points if the movable 
electrode makes a long contact or if it moves 
sluggishly it will use almost twice the current 
it would if set properly. 

All that is necessary is for the points to 
make a good, firm contact and then break 
quickly, and the quicker the break the better 
the spark will be. If the igniter points are 
corroded the spark will be weak, or if the 
points are very dirty there will be no spark at 


all.

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A grain of sand in the valve guide of an engine 
with an automatic intake will sometimes cause 
the engine to stop or show a loss of power. 
Too much gasoline will keep the engine from 
running as effectively as too little. When the 
engine emits a black smoke shut off part of 
the fuel, as this is a sure sign that the mixture 
is too rich and on the other hand if the en- 
gine “spits” back through the carbureter turn 
on more fuel. 

The gas engine needs a finer and more ac- 
curate adjustment than any other farm ma- 
chinery, but the work is no harder for the 
average man to do than setting some of the 
other farm machines. The only thing that one 
should be careful to do is to mark all parts 
when they are taken apart, and in making ad- 
justment be careful to note their exact posi- 
tion, so that if the engine is not benefited by 
the change, you can readjust it. 

The engine that pounds is on its way to the 
scrap heap if the cause of the pounding is not 
removed. A connecting rod bearing that is too 
tight will cause the engine to pound as badly 
as the one that is too loose. The bearing 
should not be so loose that it shows any move- 
ment when manipulated by hand, neither 
should it be too tight so that it binds. What 
the mechanics call a finger fit, is about right.

Just why the United States should get so 
excited over such a small acreage of wild 
cat didn’t appear in the news stories of 
these two estimable papers until after Cow- 
dray had dropped his scheme, then it was 
announced in fine type, way down at the 
bottom of the page, that some interests 
from the United States were submitting a 
“much better” proposition, to Colombia, for 
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the same concessions. No mention was 
made of Standard Oil in this connection 
so maybe it isn’t the Standard. 


It all came about after Lord Cowdray had 
gumshoed it down to Colombia and nearly 
put through his deal then the HERALD, 
that ever faithful champion of the dear pub- 
lic (?), got onto the scheme and putting 
some of its trusty news artists on the trail 
traced the whole proposition right down to 
those 2,471 acres, with rights to lay pipe 
lines and build refineries, all of which the 
HERALD discovered would give the Pear- 
son’s a monopoly that would subjugate the 
“poor” of Colombia for they didn’t know 
how long, though the contract happened to 
be for forty years. Over in Paris a 
HERALD man sallied down the boulevard 
on a fine morning and had conversation 
with a senor de cigaro or something who 
had been chief forman of water works in 
Colombia, and who jumped all over Lord 
Cowdray and his “dastardly” attempt to 
“monopolize poor Colombia.” 

These sweet sentiments were promptly 
cabled to this country and were later re- 
fered to by the HERALD as an interview 
“which has stirred two continents.”

The HERALD kept the cable’s hot with 
the stirring words of senor de cigeretto, its 
own surmises on the subject and a come- 
back or two from Lord Cowdray. The day 
that all the citizens of this country were as- 
sembling in the public square of their 
towns with trusty rifle, sword and hatchet 
prepared to hurl Great Britain into the mid- 
dle of the following day because of this 
damnable outrage, according to the 
HEARLD’S pen picture, Lord Cowdray 
tossed up the sponge and said that the 
“American newspapers” and “sentiment” in 
this country had blocked his deal. Gosh, 
didn’t you hear that tremendous shout of 
victory that welled up from this fair land 
of ours and_ resounded 
HERALD’S office?

OIL NOT YET SUCCESS 
FOR NAVY, SAYS EXPERT 


Although much has been said about the 
navies of the world adopting oil for fuel, 
nevertheless, oil does not seem to be a 
proven success with the heavier vessels ac- 


cording to Henry Reuterdahl naval expert 


in Collier's Weekly, November 22nd, in dis- 
cussing the growth of the American navy. 
Mr. Reuterdahl says: 


“In the matter of propulsion the future 
seems to point toward the heavy oil engine, 
which is already in use in submarines. But 
as yet the Diesel engine is, like the aero- 
plane, still in its development. Smaller 
motor-driven ships now cross the seas. 
Secret trials are whispered about in the 
German navy. 

“It is tolerably well known that the Eng- 
lish are making experiments with a motor 
destroyer: and the Vickers, one of their 
shipbuilders, are installing a 6,000 horse- 
power oil engine in an old cruiser for the 
purposes of comparison with steam. 

“The American collier Maumee is to be 
built with motor drive, and there are also 
two very small motor cruisers on the Cas- 
pian Sea, but that is all. 

“The motor battleship is not yet on the 
horizon; no combustion engine is yet pow- 
erful enough to push 30,000 tons of steel 
through the water at the speed of 22 
knots.” 
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New Fire Rules for Building Oil Plants 


Insurance Men and Petroleum Associa: 
tions Announce Standards of Construction 


The model ordinance to regulate the storage of petroleum and 
its products agreed upon between representatives of the Independent 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association, for the oil trade, and the 
National Fire Protection Association, representing fire marshals, 
underwriters and insurance companies, is herewith given in detail 
and its business effects described. 

The ordinance is now practically complete and as soon as one 
or two minor points have been settled by some experts it will be 
given to the public with the recommendation, not only of the 
organizations named above, but also the powerful head of the fire 
insurance and fire protection world, the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 

The ordinance is the result of nearly two years of labor on 
the part of representatives of oil, paint and varnish trades through 
their respective associations, of tank manufacturers and of the 
National Fire Protection Association, National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and individual fire engineers. It is the first compre- 
hensive ordinance on this subject that has been drawn by all those 
who are interested and who will be effected. 

The ordinance, as in the cases of practically all measures of 
this kind where opposite interests are effected, is in many cases 
a compromise. On some points the oil, paint and varnish men are 
not-sure but what it may be a trifle too drastic, and the fire engi- 
neers on some points do not think it is drastic enough. However, 
all the score or more of men who have been in direct touch with 
this ordinance during its formation are of the opinion that it will 
not do unreasonable harm either way. 

In coming to a consideration of this ordinance, the representa- 
tives of all the lines effected or interested should bear in mind the 
conditions that have prevailed in the trades prior to this time. 
Those conditions have been very chaotic and have represented the 
opinions of many men both wise and ignorant. 


GULF REFINING 


Prior to the formation of the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation, which is composed of delegated representatives from all the 
organizations in the country who are interested in cutting down 
the fire waste and the fire cost, there was no effort made at uni- 
formity in any of the regulations. Few states had any regulations 
and such as there were varied in each state and did not amount 
to anything; practically all municipalities, with the exception of the 
smaller villages and towns, had regulations of some kind. These 
were both fair and unfair, wise and foolish, effective and ineffective, 
according to the opinions of the numberless men who drew them, 
the manner of enforcing them and local conditions. From all of 
this heterogeneous thought on regulations there came a number of 
extreme absurdities into which even the best informed fire engi- 
neers of the insurance world were drifting, almost entirely through 
the lack of proper presentation of the reasons against those 
absurdities. 

DAY OF REGULATION IS HERE. 

The day has long since passed when any one can successfully, 
or even should, condemn and oppose fair and honest regulations 
and restrictions. The demands of present day civilization and of 
present day congestion in municipalities are such as to over- 
ride an individual’s opinion as to how his plant or business shall 
be conducted. This principle has been too well established by 
countless courts to be successfully overthrown. 

The standard to which this ordinance has been drawn is “present 
good practice.” This does not mean that a particular plant upon 
which a large amount of money had been spent and which was 
built according to ideals was taken as “present good practice,” nor 
does it mean that a plant that has been sloppily built and has re- 
ceived no attention was used, but the average practice of the trade 
that is considered good by the trade and not by outsiders, has been 
taken as the standard, and’in addition the drawers of the ordinance 
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have always borne in mind the practicability of it from a stand- 
point not only of plant operation, but of enforcement. 

The vast amount of work that has been done on this ordinance 
does not appear by any one reading it, and a person reading it may 
be of the opinion that it is too complicated. However, it must be 
borne in mind that this was the first really earnest effort by what 
may properly be termed “competent persons” to assemble ideas and 
regulations on this subject, so that an immense amount of material 
had to be worked through, regulations in all cities and foreign 
countries had to be studied and a great deal of arguing and dis- 
cussion had before even this was evolved. It was the opinion of 
all who had taken part in bringing about the ordinance that it could 
not be made more simple and cover the various features of the 
trades effected. There will, however, be a shorter ordinance drawn 
for adoption in small villages where the conditions are not such 
as to call for regulation on all the points contained in the main 
ordinance. 

GIVES STANDARD OF CONSTRUCTION. 

There is an enormous value in cold dollars and cents in this 
ordinance to the oil trade, for the reason that for the first time 
in the history of the oil business, the oil man has a standard of 
construction and maintenance approved by not only experts in his 
business, but by experts in the fire insuring business. 

When an oil man contemplates building a new plant, he can 
come to this ordinance and be sure of getting good general specifica- 
tions from which he will not have to deviate for many years to 
come. However, as with all regulatory measures, the oil man should 
remember that with the changing conditions of habitation in this 
country, the chances are that restrictions will grow more severe as 
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time moves on, so he should always bear the future in mind, but 
for the present and the immediate future he can rest assured on 
this form of an ordinance. 

This ordinance also means money in that it will put an end 
absolutely to the fool ideas of fool councilmen and other worthy 
but misled individuals, who, whenever there is a fire in or about 
an oil plant, proceed to devise restrictions that would practically 
put that plant out of business. This type of an individual is 
absolutely stripped of his power by reason of the fact that every 
organization and the majority of the leading individuals in this 
country who are informed on the subject of fire regulations, have 
not only approved this ordinance, but stand back of it, and the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters is prepared to do all in its 
power to see that the ordinance is adhered to. 

It is the object of this National Fire Protection Association to 
ask for the adoption of this ordinance in all cities and in all states, 
modified for local conditions where necessary. This request will 
not be sent out broadcast, but there will be careful and persistent 
work on the part of that association to get the ordinance adopted. 
There are now some several score of municiaplities in the country 
that are waiting, and have been for two years, for the completion 
of this ordinance. Every oil man is strongly urged to keep a close 
eye on his city council and his state legislature and the minute he 
hears anything regarding possible legislation that would effect his 
business in connection with the fire hazard, he is to get all the 
information he can regarding that proposed legislation and take it 
up at once with the officers of the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ 
Association, which organization has represented the oil trade in 
formulating this ordinance. 


Where and How to Erect Storage Plants 


This ordinance and the discussion of the 
sections will be printed in this paper from 
month to mouth until the ordinance is com- 
pleted. As storage tanks, their capacity and 
location form the chief features of an oil 
plant, and so as to advise the trade on 
them as quickly as possible, the first discus- 


sion of the ordinance in detail will concern 
what is known as Chapter 3, of the ordi- 
nance, which has to do solely with storage 
tanks, no matter whether used by the re- 
finer, jobber or consumer. 

For convenience in handling the subject, 
all inflammable liquids are divided by the 


ordinance in three classes by their flash 
points, which it is intended shall be taken 
on the new flash testers now being worked 
out by the United States Bureau of Mines, 
and which were adopted by the Independ- 
ent Petroleum Marketers’ Association, but 
for the convenience of the trade in this

No liquids flashing above 200 degrees I 
are considered in the ordinance, nor are 
they effected in any way by the ordinance, 
and it is the intention that they shall not be 
restricted except under whatever general 
building restrictions a municipality may 
have 

Chapter 3, on storage tanks, with the dis- 
cussion after each section, is as follows: 

Section 45. Except as otherwise permit- 
ted in this ordinance, the storage of inflam- 
mable liquids shall be outside buildings, in 
underground tanks or above ground tanks; 
except that the storage in tanks above 
ground and outside buildings is prohibited 
within the following limits: (Note.—These 
limits to be specified; they should include 
the mercantile and other congested districts 
and iand near streams or other waterways 
which would carry burning liquid into con- 
gested districts.) Provided that for exist- 
ing tanks within such limits, which are 
properly safeguarded, and do not introduce 
a distinct hazard to other property, a per- 
mit shall be granted. 

The exception in the above section is in 
effect in most municipalities today, in that 
you cannot even build a frame building in 
the down town or congested districts, so 
this is no hardship; nor is it a new pro- 
vision. It is intended that the fire chief 
shall inspect present property within the 
congested districts and where it conforms 
to “present good practice” and there is 
nothing especially hazardous about it, he 
is to let it remain there, but there are few, 
if any, light oil plants that are really inter- 
ested in this. 

UNDERGROUND TANKS. 

Section 46. Tanks located underground 
shall have top of tank at least three feet 
below the surface of the ground, and below 
the level of the lowest pipe in the building 
to be supplied. Tanks may be permitted 
underneath a building if buried at least 
three feet below the lowest floor. Tanks 
shall be set on a firm foundation and sur- 
rounded with soft earth or sand, well 
tamped into place or encased in concrete. 
Tank may have a test weil, provided test 
well extends to near bottom of tank, and 
top end shall be hermetically sealed and 
locked except when necessarily open. When 
tank is located underneath a building, a test 
well shall extend at least twelve feet above 
source of supply. The limit of storage per- 
mitted shall depend upon the location of 
tanks with respect to the building to be 
supplied and adjacent buildings, as follows: 

(a) Unlimited capacity if lower than any 
portion of a building within a radius of fifty 
feet. 


(b) 20,000 gallons total capacity if lower 
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than any portion of a building within thirty 


feet radius. 


(c) 5,000 gallons total capacity if lower 
than any portion of a building within twen- 


ty feet radius. 


(d) 1,500 gallons total capacity if lower 
than any portion of a building within ten 


feet radius. 


(e) 500 gallons if not lower than every 
portion of buildings within ten feet, in 
which case it must be entirely encased in six 


inches of concrete. 


The above permits tanks under buildings 
which many fire regulations prohibit, but 
their prohibition is due to ignorance and 


there is no question but

will stand the test. The object of the 
above restrictions on underground storage 
is to prevent the possibility of seepage 
from the tank through the earth into a 
basement or sewer, in which the liquid 
might be vaporized and become a distinct 
and dangerous hazard. 
ABOVE GROUND TANKS. 

Section 47. Out side the limits given in 
Section 45, the capacity of each outside 
above ground storage tank used, designed 
or intended for Class 1 and 2 liquids shall 
be limited as given in Column A of Table 
1. For Class 3 liquids a storage double 
that given in Column A, Table 1, will be 
permitted.

In considering what is “adjoining proper- 
ty that may be built upon,” the committee 
had in mind property which might, in the 
course of time, come into use. If a railroad 
track, street, gulley, mountain or anything 
of that kind comprises the adjoining prop- 
erty, then it obviously cannot be built upon 
so that the tanks could be laced right on the 
property line. Also please note that the 
distances given above apply to each indi- 
vidual tank and not to the tanks as a whole. 
In other words, a man may have ten 12,000 
gallon tanks and each of them must be 30 
feet away from this line. Likewise, please 
note that the above table applies only to 
gasoline and that kerosene can be carried 
in double the quantities given so that a 
24,000 gallon tank of kerosene can be put 
30 feet from the line. 

PROTECTING TANKS. 

Section 48. Each above ground tank, in- 
side or outside buildings, over 1,000 gallons 
in capacity, must have all manholes, hand 
holes, vent openings and other openings, 
which may contain inflammable vapor, pro- 
vided with 20x20 mesh, or its equivalent, 
brass wire screen, so attached as to com- 
pletely cover the opening and be protected 
against clogging. A safety valve must be 
provided, or manhole covers must be kept 
closed by weight only and not firmly at- 
tached. The screen on such opening may 
be made removable, but must be kept nor- 
mally firmly attached. 

The mesh screen provided in the above 
section is extremely important and is used 
by only a few companies today. Its cost 
is very little and a man can equip his whole 
plant for only a few dollars. This screen 


works on the principle of the Davy lamp. 
If gasoline vapor is coming through the 
screen on your tank opening and that vapor 
becomes ignited outside the screen, the 
flame will not pass through the screen ex- 
cept after considerable time, and only then 
should the screen become heated to a high 
temperature. Every oil man should put 
this screening on his plant at once. 

Section 49. Above ground tanks for Class 
I and II liquids outside buildings shall have 
painted conspicuously upon their side the 
wording, “INFLAMMABLE—KEEP FIRE 
AWAY” in letters at least 2 inches high. 

Section 50. Except existing tanks in good 
condition, all tanks outside buildings, either 
above or below ground, and all tanks for 
Class I liquids inside buildings, as permit- 
ted by this ordinance, shall be made of gal- 
vanized steel, basic open hearth steel or 
wrought iron of a minimum gauge U. S. 
Standard, depending upon the capacity or 
size as given in Tables 2, 3 and 4. 

Underground tanks inside the limits pre- 
scribed in Section 45, or within 10 feet of 
a building when outside such limits.

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS. 

Section 51.—With the approval of the Chief 
of the Fire Department tanks of copper or 
other suitable material may be used, if con- 
forming to the value given above as to 
strength, ragidity, durability and tightness, 
after the necessary handling incident to in- 
stallation. 


Section 52.—Tanks shall be riveted, welded 
or brazed, and shall be soldered, caulked or 
otherwise made tight in a mechanical and 
workmanlike manner, and if to be used with 
a pressure discharge system shall safely sus- 
tain a hydrostatic test at least double the 
pressure to which tank may be subjected. 
They shall be covered with asphaltum or 
other non-rusting paint or coating. All pipe 
connections shall be made through flanges 
or reinforced metal securely riveted, welded 
or bolted to tank and made_ thoroughly 
tight. 


Section 53.—Tanks must be set upon a 
firm foundation, and outside tanks when 
above ground, except portable tanks, must 
be electrically grounded. 


Tanks more than one foot above the 
ground must have foundation and supports 
of non-combustible materials, except wooden 
cushions; no combustible material shall be 
permitted under or within ten feet of any 
above ground outside storage tank. 
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Tanks containing crude petroleum shall 
be surrounded by an embankment or wall of 
sufficient height to provide storage equal 
to one and a half times the capacity of the 
tank. 


Section 54.—Stationary tanks inside build- 
ings for the handling of liquid of Classes II 
and III, where permitted in this ordinance, 
shall be made of soft galvanized iron, or 
tin plate suitable for the purposes. Cylindri- 
cal tanks of 120 gallons or less capacity 
shall be made of material with a minimum 
thickness of No. 20 gauge U. S. Standard; 
rectangular tanks of 800 gallons or less ca- 
pacity shall be made of material with a min- 
imum thickness of No. 14 gauge U. S. Stand- 
ard. Correspondingly heavier gauge metal 
must be used for longer tanks. All joints 
must be locked, double seamed or riveted. 
All joints must be soldered or made tight 
by some equally satisfactory method. All 
such tanks shall be so located that the 
pump or other drawing off device shall not 
be below the first floor, and the floor for a 
radius of at least three feet from pump shall 
be of non-combustible materials or covered 
with metal. Tanks similar to those given 
in Section 50 may also be used, or original 
barrels or drums may be used until con- 
tents are drawn, if substantially placed to 
prevent tipping or rolling, with pump in- 
serted through a close fitting connection in 
head or side.

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Firemen Warn Against Sweeping Compound 


A sad blow is being delivered to various 


floor sweeping compounds comprised of 


sawdust and oil, by firemen in different 


cities according to the “Insurance Post” 


which says: 


“Firemen are renewing their warnings 


against various floor 
oils and dust preventives, many of them 
containing oils which conduce to spontane- 


ous combustion.

A number of fires have 
been started by spontaneous combustion in 
the mops used for applying these oils, 
which should always be kept in a fireproof 
receptacle with free ventilation or should 
be burned after used. Oil rags and waste 
should never be thrown into rubbish heaps. 
Vegetable oils, especially linseed oils, spread 
over easily carbonized substances, such as 


of tinder. Animal fats, like tallow, butter 
and lard, especially if rancid, will ignite un- 
der similar conditions, but they are not so 
dangerous as the vegetable oils. This haz- 
ard, which was originally confined to stores 
and public buildings, is now being intro- 
duced into the home through the sale of a 
so-called “dustless duster,” which is made 
of flannel, treated with paraffine oil. <A 
severe loss was reported recently on a 
dwelling at Detroit, Mich., where one of 
these dusters was laid on a kitchen table 
and was ignited by the rays of sun coming 
through the window. It is held that in- 
cipient spontaneous combustion in 
progress through a combination of the oil 
and the fabric and that this was assisted by 
the rays of the sun.

Wisconsin Qil Inspector Seeks to 
Protect Foolish House- 
wives from Mistakes 


The state oil inspector of Wisconsin has 
recommended that the legislature enact a 
law forbidding the use of kerosene and 
other products of petroleum for kindling 
fires, and as a reason for the law, he points 
out that this misuse of kerosene caused in 
that state one hundred and forty-one acci- 
dents during the past year in which thirty 
lives were lost, ninety-five persons injured 
and $53,853 damage done to property. 

It is certainly a most unexpected and 
useful report from a state oil inspector for 
the majority recommend simply higher fees 
and more inspectors, or that more oil be 
made subject to inspection. Every state in 
the union should not only have this law 
against the use of kerosene for starting 
fires but every city council should make it 
a city ordinance and every oil man should 
join in whatever work that may come up 
toward this end, because with this use of 
kerosene branded as a misuse of the 
product, there will be little opportunity for 
the foolish house-wife to first blow herself 
up at the kitchen stove and then let her 
husband collect damages from the oil com- 
pany because as he says, there was gasoline 
in the kerosene. 

The oil trade has suffered very  ma- 
terially by shyster lawyers in a large meas- 
ure getting these cases. Shysters get them 
because in the first place they don’t appeal 
to legitimate lawyers and in the second 
place, the average person who fires a stove 
with kerosene is in such circumstances in 
life that he is more likely to get into the 
hands of a shyster than a good lawyer, 
hence, it always happens in prosecuting an 
oil company for damages in such a case as 
this, that the claim is always made and 
some witnesses are always found who will 
testify that there was gasoline in the kero- 
sene and yet in the district where this 
gasoline seems to be most prevalent in the 
kerosene, according to testimony, there 
have been no accidents from the use of that 
liquid in lamps and oil stoves. If this 
misuse of kerosene, for it is a misuse of 
kerosene, is prohibited by the law, then 
when the house-wife blows herself up, she 
is stopped at the door of the court by her 
own violation of the law. 

Such a law as this will absolutely put an 
end to these damage suits. The oil men in 
Wisconsin should get behind the state in- 
spector for this law and should urge similar 
laws upon other legislatures.

Anglo American Losing Control of English Market 


Loss of Business Results in Price Cutting— 
New Company Organized to Make Motor Fuel 


(By Special Correspondent). 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The market here is 
in a very difficult condition, for although the 
volume of new business has been greater dur- 
ing the past three or four weeks, prices have 
not been up to the recognized market level, 
and a fair amount of cutting has been done 
by most sellers. 

Perhaps the worst offenders in this connec- 
tion have been those who fixed the prices— 
namely the S. O. Company, Anglo American. 
\lthough they raised the prices September 
24 (as per particulars given in last month’s 
report), they appear to have gone behind their 
own declaration and accepted the prices 
previously fixed September 11. Their whole 
policy recently appears to be one of getting 
business at any reasonable figure and one gets 
the impression that their last advance was 
only a method of inducing buyers to place 
orders more freely, especially when they went 
around offering to book forward deliveries 
at less money than their own official prices. 
It has had a bad effect on the market and it 
is extremely difficult to get buvers to place 
business without having ultimately to accept 
counter offers from them. 

Naturally the Anglo’s methods have come in 
for some considerable criticism and people 
have been looking for the reasons for their 
action. The main one appears to be a decline 
in the volume of their business here; and the 
Vacuum Oil Company, which is also asso- 
ciated with the Standard group, is also re- 
ported to be doing a smaller share of the oil 
business than it has hitherto enjoyed. Cer- 
tainly independent sellers seem to be securing 
a larger share of the business being done and 
this would account for the Anglo’s deter- 
mined effort to hold the market. They have 
also been making changes in their staff here 
and there are rumors of “unrest” and inter- 
ference in the management from the states, 
which all rather point to some dissatisfaction 
in connection with their business. 

There is no doubt that the Anglo’s power 
over the market here is gradually waning and 
the present time offers a good opportunity to 
independent sellers in the states. Though 
prices may need to be slightly cut the general 
level is still fairly high and there should be 
a good margin on the business. Already there 
appears to be a good amount of “300 oil’ 
(Mineral Colza) offered by independent men, 
and competition in this grade is fairly keen— 
15 cents a gallon c. i. f. London being about 
the price. Another grade, which is naturally 
in greater demand now that the winter months 
are here, is 36 Bloomless Neutral, and the 
average price is in about $6.90 per barrel, 
c. i. f. London. All other prices vary be- 
tween those declared by the Anglo on Sep- 
tember 11 and 24. 

GULF IS FIRM. 

The Gulf Refining Company appears to have 
sold as much as they wish meantime and their 
prices remain fairly firm, but their ils can 
be bought through brokers at very keen figures 
in comparison to the Texas oils offered by 
Lubricating & Fuel Oils, Ltd., the Union Pe- 


troleum Company and such sellers. The cheap- 
est Pale oils on the market are those offered 
by Galician producers and the following prices 
whilst showing an advance on recent quota- 
tions are still very keen:

“A reference to the experts’ report shows 
that in their opinion there should be no diffi- 
culties in producing Economin Motor Spirit on 
a large scale. This being the case, a produc- 
tion and sale of ‘Economin’ at the rate of only 
8,000,000 gallons per annum—which represents 
but a small portion of the annual consumption 
of motor spirit in this country—should yield, 
at a profit of 3d per gallon only, which is but 
a small part of the difference between the es- 
timated cost of production and the present 
selling price of petrol in bulk, a profit to the 
company of £100,000 per annum or over 40 
per cent per annum on the issued capital of the 
company. 

WORKING CAPITAL. 


“It is estimated that the sum which will be 
provided by this issue after payment of all pre- 
liminary and other expenses of the company 
in connection with this issue, and after making 
provision for the erection of the necessary 
buildings, plant, machinery, etc., with a ca- 
pacity of 20,000,000 gallons of motor spirit 
per annum, will leave a sum of about £70,000 
available for working capital and the general 
purposes of the company. This apparently 
large amount of working capital has been pro- 
vided for in order that an extensive and effi- 
cient system of distribution of ‘Economin’ be 
carried out.” 


The prospectus of the company is partic- 
ularly interesting when one finds a director of 
the London General Omnibus Company, and 
Mr. L.R. Squire of Messrs. Sidney, Straker 
& Squire, on the board of directors. The Lon- 
don General Omnibus Company and its sub- 
sidiaries are probably the largest consumers of 
motor spirit in the kingdom, and Messrs. 
Straker & Squire are one of the most promi- 
nent manufacturers of motors. All the data 
given in the prospectus appears to be backed 
up by the opinion of professional experts, but 
it is difficult to understand why they have 
taken the price of kerosene as low as $16.80 
per ton. Even if it is an inferior quality of 
some sort the figure quoted would still be be- 
low the market value c. i. f. U. K. ports. 
Whatever it may be it is not clearly stated. 
However a good feature that makes for con- 
fidence in the scheme is that the vendors of 
the patent have taken payment entirely in 
shares, and it is reported that the directors 
themselves have heavily backed the venture. 

BRITISH SYNDICATE IN 
CALIFORNIA. 

The General Petroleum Company, of Cali- 
fornia, has passed to the control of a British 
syndicate at the head of which is Andrew Weir, 
of Messrs. Andrew Weir & Company, large 
ship owners, with offices at 21 Bury street, Lon- 
don. Mr. R. J. de Sabla and captain John 
Barnison, of the General Petroleum Com- 
pany, have been here for some time complet- 
ing negotiations. The deal has been pending 
for some months but the new company has 
now been registered, with offices at 3 Princes 
street, London.
